Due  to  the  hot  weather  and  lack 
of  real  pep,  the  Orange  and  Blue 
lads  failed  to  register  the  score  that 
was  expected.  The  line  seemed  to 
lack  its  charging  ability,  hence  the 
backs  couldn't  get  in  extra  good 
work.  However,  we  must  remember 
that  the  boys  have  had  but  two 
scrimmages  previous  to  the  opening 
game;  and  taking  other  things  into 
consideration  they  staged  a  neat 
scrap. 

Marion  Proves  Game. 
The  Marionites  are  to  be  congrat- 
ulated on  their  plucky  work.  We 
can  easily  make  the  prediction  that 
the  Murphy  bunch  will  make  some 
Prep,  bunch  hop  for  the  champion- 
ship in  this  and  adjoining  states. 
They  held  well  in  the  line  and 
charged  with  sure  'nough  fighting 
pep.  The  backs  were  always  on  the 
job  and  put  up  a  good  game  for 
early  season  going. 

Auburn  Stars. 
Prendergrast  starred  with  two 
runs  of  fifty  and  twenty-five  yards 
respectively,  going  for  a  touch- 
down each  time.

1.  No  one  is  allowed  to  wear  the 
letter  A  unless  he  has  been  officially 
awarded  one  by  the  insignia  com- 
mittee. 

2.  A  football  A  will  be  awarded 
for  playing  in  3  S.  I.  A.  A.  games. 

3.  A  baseball  A  will  be  awarded 
for  5  full  games,  or  3  full  games  for 
the  pitcher. 

4.  All  other  A's  will  be  awarded 
bv  the  insignia  committee. 

5.  No  A  man  can  play  on  any 
class  team.  A  Senior  A  man  may, 
however,  play  on  a  class  team  in  a 
game  in  which  he  did  not  receive 
his  letter,  provided  he  is  not  a  can- 
didate for  any  varsity  team  at  that 
time. 

6.  No  one  of  the  15  scrubs  who 
are  taken  to  the  Vandervilt  game 
will  be  allowed  to  play  class  foot- 
ball. 

7.  In  class  games  a  student  will 
be  regarded  as  belonging  to  the 
class  in  which  he  has  the  most 
hours.  If  he  has  the  same  number 
of  hours  in  2  or  more  classes  he  will 
be  regarded  as  belonging  to  the  low- 
er class. 

8.  The  winning  team  in  class 
football  will  be  awarded  class  nu- 
merals.
